ROSAMOND, Cal., Oct. 20 — The 5th 
Annual ACA USGP got underway with 
ideal conditions at Willow Springs 
International Raceway, barring a 
little wind that came up during the 
afternoon. 


In the 50cc and 100cc Main, Dave Scott 
(Yamaha), was leading in thefirstlapbut 
developed engine trouble and V.T. How- 
ard (Yamaha) riding for World Cycles 
took over for the remaining 31 miles, 
winning first overall, first in class, In 
second place was Stan Smith (Bridge- 
stone). Third overall and third in class 
was Colin Jones (Honda). 

Behind Jones came Alan Spears from 
San Bernardino (Honda), sponsored by 
Honda of Redlands. Next was Chief Gal- 
braith on a PR Special riding for Power 
Research Team, Sixth overall and first 
in class was Dan Osborne (Ital) out of 
Chambers Enterprises, 

The little 50cc and 100cc machines get 
around the 2.6-mile course in an aver- 
age of 2,5 min, This class is getting 
more and more competitive, 

In the Lightweight Production event the 
200cc machines dominated, taking first, 
second and third places. Dave Damron 
(Suzuki) had an easy win. He was chal- 
lenged in the first five laps by Roger 
Wood (Bridgestone) and then again by 
Chris Moore, also Bridgestone mounted, 
The only machine under 200cc to give 
front running riders any trouble was #11 
Ray DeLong’s Kawasaki, finishing fifth 
and first in class, 

In Heavyweight Production the 250cc, 
350cc, 500cc and Open machines were 
run together for 65 miles, Firstoverall, 
first in class was Jerry Greene (Honda) 
out of Long Beach Honda, But Jerry. 
didn’t have it easy. Roland Pagan led for 
the first six laps on his Triumph; then 
Jerry took over and led for two laps. On 
the 9th lap, Roland wasable togetby him 
and led for the next three. But on the 
12th, Roland unloaded hard and Jerry 
moved, unchallenged, to the win. 
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Honda mounted Jerry Green leads the pack 
through turn one and on to first in the 350cc 
Production and first overall in the combined 
250, 350, 500, and Open Production race. 
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Start of combined 125cc, 175cc, and 200cc 
GP race with eventual 200cc winner Dave 
Damron and his Suzuki partially obscured by 
the starter,

Mike Lane on his 350cc Yamaha was 
second, Right behind, finishing first in 
class and third overall, was Dave Dam- 
ron on his 250cc Suzuki, Then came 
George Kerker (Norton), finishing first 
in the Open class. 

The 250cc Grand Prix 25 lap Main, 
saw the pack chase young Mike Lane all 
65 miles, For the first two laps Mike 
(on Yamaha) was followed hotly by road 
racing star Art Baumann, also Yamaha- 
mounted. When Art developed difficult- 
ies, another Yamaha rider moved into 
second, Ron Pierce. He was never quite 
able to get by. In third place was John 
Buckner, also Yamaha, All three lapped 
the other riders,

The 125cc, 175cc and 200cc Grand 
Prix event was tightly contested for its 
52 miles, Dave Damron (Suzuki) won it. 
Right behind came Ken Greene (PR 
Special), finishing second overall and 
first in the 175cc class, 

Third was an old champion returning 
to road racing, Ralph LeClercq( Ducati). 
One lap back in second place 200cc class, 
was Jeff Mazon, First in the 125cc class 
was Tony Nicosia on his new 125cc 
Grand Prix Honda.

In the final event of the day, Baumann 
(350cc Yamaha) broke into the lead. 
Right up there at first was the eventual 
500cc winner, Reg Pridmore. But Reg 
dropped back and Ron Grant moved in. 
Ron developed troubles and dropped back 
with Mike Duff (Yamaha) who is a past 
Canadian Champion moving into second,

Our readers send us the best ideas, 
In news clippings, organizational news- 
letters and private correspondence, the 
most interesting and informative materi- 
al reaches our desk, Thanks for the ef- 
fort and keep them coming our way. 
Right now we’d like to share a few with 
you, 

From the Illinois State Motorcycle 
Association: The University of Illinois 
claims there are 170,000 registered 
voters in Illinois who ride motorcycles, 
Since motorcycle registration in Cali- 
fornia is 380,000 plus and Illinois is 
113,000 there must be a considerably 
larger number of registered voters in 
California who ride, In either case 
cyclists represent a bloc of votes thatis 
noticeable to legislators, 

From the Connecticut Motorcycle As- 
sociation: State Representative Rufus C, 
Rose is quoted as commenting on the 
Connecticut helmet law, ‘‘The law was 
poorly written — it doesn't even say that 
the helmet must br worn on the head." 
Someone in Connecticut wore his helmet 
on his knee, ** The law is simply not en- 
forceable. Like seatbelts, helmets are a 
matter of education not legislation,” 
Connecticut is one of the several states 
with test cases in the courts. 

From McMinnville, Oregon, a news- 
paper quotes: Motorcycles aren't as 
popular as they used to be. The Oregon 
Department of Motor Vehicles said 
32,956 motorcycles were licensed last 
year, a drop of 3 percent from 1966. 
Between 1961 and 1964 motorcycle regis- 
trations increased 60, 64 and 37 percent 
per year..,.The department has approved 
150 kinds of helmets to comply with the 
new law requiring motorcycle riders to 
wear them. 

From the Oakland Tribune: In more 
than two out of three car-cycle crashes 
studied by Liberty Mutual Insurance Co., 
the cause of the motorcycle accident was 
a car turning left in front of the rider, In 
virtually all of these crashes the auto 
driver said he did not see the oncoming 
cycle in time to avoid a collision. 

From an Oregon editorial: Why should 
a motorcyclist wear a helmet? If he 
doesn’t care about himself, he should 
still wear one to help save the motorist 
who hits him from going to his grave 
feeling like a murderer. Presumably the 
motorist who hits an ‘‘invisible’’ motor- 
cyclist and kills him in spite of his hel- 
met will just have to live with his con- 
science, 

From the Wall Street Journal; The 
Department of Transportation (the same 
department which presented us with the 
helmet hassle) is now at work developing 
safety standards and requirements for 
bicycle riders, 

The National Safety Council reports in 
“US News and World Report” that fatal 
accidents in the U.S, involving motor- 
cycles dropped by 50 (from 2,050 to 
2,000) in 1967 from 1966. The NSC 
credits this drop to tougher cycle laws 
and mentions that in California there 
were 7 more fatal accidents in 1967 than 
in 1966 (319 to 326 fatalities), Itdoes not 
mention however that registration of 
motorcycles in 1966 were 310,072 and in 
1967, 380,782 or 70,710 more motor- 
cycles registered in 1967, Seven addi- 
tional fatalities per 70,700 registrations 
is less than 1 per 10,000, 


Patrick Puts Down Pursuers At Checkers Hare & Hound

MOJAVE, Cal., Oct. 13— The 17th 
annual Check Chase was a com- 
plete success in every way. Just 
about everyone showed up for this 
annual event, which is always a 
highlight of the Hare& Hound sea- 
son. The weather was cool, the 
100-mile race was long and hard, 
and the course had every kind of 
territory imaginable: Uphills, hair- 
raising downhills, twisting fire 
roads, sandwashes, and high, 


pinetree-covered trails. 





Smokebomb John Gates (Tri.) went off a four- 
foot bank into a sandwash moments after this 
shot. That put him out of the race. 

After this 2 hr, and 20 minute grind 
against the natural elements and a total 
of 493 riders, desert point leader Mike 
Patrick, #7, came in first on the Norton, 
with a two-minute lead over second man 
Phil Bowers, #139x on a 250cc Yamaha. 

They dynamite used to start the race 
went off at 10:10, and the pack headed for 
the smoke bomb about two miles out and 
slightly to the left of the starting line, 
in open, sandy territory. Some of the 
riders heading for the bomb angled left, 
and some just went straight out, making 
for a few crashes, Top contenders knock- 
ed out of the race early included Steve 
Hurd #1, Larry Bergquist #888x, and 
Dick Vick, 


Then the course angled to the right, 
going through a large rock formation 
called **Robber's Roost," The leaders 
at this stage were Dick Dean, 48 on a 
360 Husky, really making it with a 60- 
yard lead over Phil Bowers, #139x, 


Following were Mike Patrick, Tom Max- 
well #54, and young Bob Steffan Jr., 
#122x, a Novice looking good in fast 
company, 

The course turned right, after passing 
through Robber’s Roost and went down 
the Freeman’s Gulch sandwash; then 
under the highway and out onto a fast, 
sandy trail, At this point, Patrick put 
the big Norton in fourth gear and passed 
Bowers on the outside to take over 
second spot. 

The course continued to parallel the 
highway, then made a sharp right and 
through the tubes under the road, A very 
tricky, steep hill was up next; the top 
forty feet of it is hard granite and 
straight down, then it goes into soft sand. 
Dean still had the lead, bombing the hill 
in third gear. Twenty miles later, he

pulled into the pits with a ninety-second 
lead over Patrick, Bowers still in third. 
Wally Casperson, #32, was runnning 
fourth, followed by Triumph-mounted 
Gene Smith, #59. These riders were 
really moving over this rough, fifty-mile 
loop, finishing in one hour and twelve 
minutes. 

On the long, sandy hill three miles out, 
Patrick was able to put his power to use 
and steamed by Dean, but was notable to 
lose him, Dean made a bid to repass 
Patrick in a sandwash, but hit a big rock 
in the dust at high speed, which put him 
out of the race, Luckily, he was not 
hurt. 

Patrick held the lead to the finish line, 
followed by Bowers, Gene Smith in third, 
and Bob Rodine, #17x on a 250 Husky in 
fourth, The first Open Amateur in was 
Jim Dorman, #102, taking fifth overall on 
his Triumph. He had to move up from 
thirtieth to do the job. 





Rogers Takes Orange County 
Championship 


EL TORO, Cal., Oct. 9 — Orange County 
was rained out on October 2nd and the 
riders and fans returned to see a double 
program the following Wednesday night, 
This was the ACA shorttrack champion- 
ship night at the Orange County speed- 
path, 

Little Mark Kruse captured both the 
100cc Trophy Dash and the Main Event. 
Mike Lane on his Royal Enfield, all the 
way from Bakersfield, walked away with 
the 250cc Dash but had troubles in the 
Main Event, unloaded and did not finish. 
The 250cc Main Event championship was 
captured by Stan Rogers on his Bultaco, 
with the point leader in the 250cc class, 
Randy Ellis, finishing second. Fourth 
spot went to Dave Lenar on a250cc BSA, 
Dave has been running in the Open Main 
TT’s and has been a constant winner and 
has switched over to flattrack as well, 
Dave only finished fourth in the 250cc 
flattrack event, but captured first place 
in the Open TT Trophy Dash and Main 
Event. 


Lane Leaps Back | 
Mike Lane came back after his fall in 
the 250cc flattrack final and won both the 
Trophy Dash and the 250cc TT Main, 
with Ray Vanderpool, also Yamaha- 
mounted, taking second place. Ray comes 


up every week from San Diego and has 
pretty much dominated the 250cc TT 
events in the past. 

Winner of the 100cc TT event, both 
Dash and Mai., was Dan White on an 
Allstate. Dan was successful in beating 
Mike Lane and Ray Vanderpool in the 
feature event. With weather permitting 
and the interest of the riders, Orange 
County Speedway will continue to operate 
on Wednesday nights through the next 
several weeks on a sportsman basis in 
both the flattrack and TT divisions.

to go the entire distance, and almost 
everyone knew it would be rough, es- 
pecially on the uphills. Tom Hoyle, #31 
on a Hodaka, grabbed an early lead and 
was moving out until he came to a ditch 
which he tried to jump, Unfortunately, he 
hit the bank on the other side, which put 
him out of the race, Dean Goldsmith, #39 
on a Harley-Davidson, had the lead at 
Robber’s Roost, with Jack Morgan #1, 
only seventy yards behind, The Hodaka- 
mounted followers were Jim Sumners 
#578, Wes Anderson Jr, #4, Eddie Cro- 
well #92, and Wayne Ragland #515. 

Goldsmith had mechanical trouble 
about ten miles out and turned the lead 
over to Morgan, who had already built 
up a three-minute lead over Andersonat 
the sandhill. Terry Clark, #395, moved 
up to third spot at this point, 

Morgan pulled into the pits after one 
hour and twenty-six minutes, running 
seventy-first overall. Anderson froze his 
bike up and Clark moved into second spot,

A mile after the pits, the course went 
up the long, sandy hill where the race 
turned into a pushing contest.

ENUMCLAW, Wash., Oct, 13 — If one 
person remains in the minds of those 
who made it to the second Annual Pacific 
Coast Championship Moto-Cross it’s 
Dick Jagow, the man who almost single- 
handedly turned back the Californians, 

The ads said fast course, no water, 
That was the intention of the Seafair M.C, 
but there was a week of rain before 
Sunday. The course was left with big 
water holes, deep grooves and trenches; 
a complete mud run in everything but 
name, This is what did the visiting 
southerners in, 

Only half the advertised California 
Moto-Cross Experts showed up. Desert 
ace J.N, Roberts was riding his Husq- 
varna he brought by air freight. Long and 
tall Gary Bailey was there astride the 
new one-of-a-kind prototype 360 Greeves 
(new frame, high-pipe, wider range 
gearbox), And there was the young and 
flashy Fred Edwards, of K & N Yamaha. 
But this was enough, These three really 
put out and the crowd ate it up. 

Saturday saw rain but the course was 
open for practice, A two-session moto- 
cross school was held by J.N, Roberts 
and the students really got their money’s 
worth. At a dinner get-together there 
were films of past races, including the 
first Pacific Coast Championship, nar- 
rated by the able Don Rhodes, On hand 
were guest personalities Rusty Harmer 
from Hollywood, acting Grand Marshal, 
and Ronny Rondell, a Dist, 37 Expertand 
TV stunt man. Rusty was in the Danny 
Thomas show — playing Danny’s son. Now 
he’s 21, still an actor and a member of 
the Viewfinders M,C, (Calif.). 

Sunday dawned grey with rain, At 9 
a.m, the scrambles got underway. 


Muck and Mire 


Just before one o’clock, with all the 
scrambles run except their Main Events, 
the three Expert classes lined up. Rusty 
Hamer led them on a parade lap through 
the muck and mire on a DT-1. 

The track is laid out around an old 
rodeo with the fences still up. The start 
area was grass, a good hundred yard 
scamper to the first turn. This was also 
the front straight. This firstturn was left, 
a slow one. Then back over some jumps 
and off into the woods. 

Out of the woods finds you at the back 
of the rodeo grounds where it wash- 
boards quite a bit, makes a slow 180de- 
gree turn, crosses a wooden bridge then 
into the trees again, Back in front of the 
pits its downhill right back up, then down 
again. 

The 100cc Experts were first off, 
twenty-five of them. They packed them- 
selves ten abreast and charged into the 
first turn. The Californian, Fred Ed- 
wards, on Yamaha had the pole into the 
corner but not the line and he cut outside 
the tires and up close to the trees in an 
effort to retain his lead, For a second, 
Freddy looked like he had it made. But 
when he got back on track the mud was 
like ice and down he went, 

This snarled the first turn and Gary 
Bailey on his Penton took the lead, close- 
ly followed by Don Rhodes (Bul), Then 
the mag flywheel fell off Bailey’s Penton 
and Rhodes took the lead, Bill Langley 
moved into second, catching Rhodes in 
the back section for the win. Frank 
Forester, Hodaka, pulled a strong third, 

In the second moto Langley (M-B) 
roared to another victory, Mark Niccoli 
(Hod,) second, and (keeping in the family) 
Eric Forester (Hod.) third. 

Langley took the lead in the third moto, 
Bailey, his cycle repaired took two laps 
to catch up. Then he pulled away for the 
win. Larry Butterfield on his Kawasaki 
finished third,

The 500 Expert brought the first ap- 
pearance of the day for J.N. Roberts.

Half a lap gone and the water gets to 
Bailey’s bike, Itfaulters; Jagow takes the 
lead, The pack sorts itself outand Jagow 
stretches his lead for the win, Hayward 
Murphy (Maico) second, Mitch Broback 
(Greeves) third.

will have to adhere more closely to the 
International rules than we have pre- 
viously.

Dye, who was instrumental in obtaining 
visas for the Czechoslovakian riders for 
these important events, 

Valek, born March 15, 1938 in Roky- 
cany, Czechoslovakia, married and the 
father of two children, started his career 
as a young boy by riding trials, The first 
money he earned was spent buying an 
engine and parts for a *'special'" trials 
bike which he mounted himself, Valek 
started in several trials to obtain quali- 
fication. In 1957 he changed to Moto- 
Cross racing, which he has stuck to, He 
started Moto-Cross with a light 175cc 
and then changed to a four-stroke Eso 
500 with which he gained in 1959 the 
title of CSSR champion in the 500cc class. 

After finishing his military service, 
Valek took up employment with the CZ 
factory at Strakonice as a mechanic, 
again riding light two-stroke motor- 
cycles. This was the time of his greatest 
progress, He became a CZ factory rider, 
maintained his own motorcycle, and his 
riding condition became excellent. In 
1962 he took fourth place in the Moto- 
Cross World Championship in the 250cc 
class, and one year later he clinched 
second place in the same event. 

At the beginning of 1964 Vlastimil 
moved to Prague, entered the Jawa re- 
search department, and offered his ex- 
perience for the development of new 
factory machines, Vlastimil became 
CSSR champion and was fourth in total 
World Championship classification for 
1966/1967. This year, too, Valek takes 
part in the Moto-Cross Championship 
events,
